The  work  of  the  Hospital,  was  larger  by  950  days  of  hospital 
care  than  the  previous  year. 

The  service  of  the  Hospital,  was  given  in  larger  proportion  than 
heretofore  to  patients  suffering  with  acute  and  curable  diseases. 
The  result  of  this  is  shown  in  the  increased  number  of  patients 
discharged  cured  and  improved,  and  in  a decrease  in  the  num- 
ber of  deaths. 

Over  80  per  cent,  of  the  whole  Hospital  work  was  given  to 
non-paying  patients. 

To  make  no  mention  of  the  large  volume  of  gratuitous  ser- 
vice continuously  rendered  by  doctors  and  others,  the  sum  of 
$133,164.74  was  paid  by  the  Hospital,  and  by  its  patrons, 
through  the  Hospital,  the  past  year  for  its  'strictly  charitable 
work.  No  worthy  sufferer , whose  disease  rendered  him  eligi- 
ble under  the  general  miles  of  admission,  was  turned  azuay  from 
the  doors  of  the  institution,  without  relief.  In  the  wards  in  which 
acute,  curable,  and  non-contagious  diseases  are  treated,  this  relief 
was  extended  without  distinction  of  race,  sex,  or  creed. 

But  this  large  work  of  charity  is  seriously  hindered,  in  its  sup- 
port and  development,  by  lack  of  sufficient  income.  No  money 
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is  received  from  the  public  treasury,  and  the  Hospital  is  entirely 
dependent  on  the  income  of  its  invested  funds,  and  upon  the  an- 
nual contributions  received  from  its  friends. 

The  deficiency  of  current  income,  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
of  the  past  year  was  $68,648.30.  The  report  has  been  circu- 
lated that  this  Hospital  is  sufficiently  endowed.  The  following 
are  the  facts  :

Figures  like  these  should  dispel  the  delusion  that  this  Hos- 
pital is  in  “need  of  nothing,”  and  should  show  how  urgent  is 
the  necessity  for  larger  and  more  generous  contributions  toward 
the  annual  support  of  the  institution. 

Improved  methods  of  treatment,  and  the  rapid  development  of 
its  charitable  and  educational  activities,  while  they  confer  a larger 
benefit  on  the  public,  increase  necessarily  the  cost  of  Hospital 
work.  The  per  capita  per  diem  cost  of  each  ward  patient  the 
past  year  was  nearly  $1.81.  The  private  room  service,  while  it 
confers  great  benefit  on  many  persons  who  are  able  to  pay  the 
cost  of  their  treatment,  was  not  materially  increased  the  past  year. 

The  desirability  of  improving  and  enlarging  the  accommoda- 
tion for  private  patients,  by  the  erection  of  a special  pavilion, 
must  soon  engage  the  earnest  consideration  of  this  Board. 

Of  the  land  belonging  to  the  Hospital,  two  lots  on  Fifty-fifth 
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Street,  within  the  past  year,  were  sold.  This  leaves  one  lot  on 
Fifty-fifth  Street,  and  four  lots  on  Fifth  Avenue,  belonging  to  the 
old  site,  still  to  be  disposed  of.

The  following  changes  occurred  in  the  Attending  Medical 
Staff  during  the  year:  On  January  30,  1899,  Dr.  Charles  L, 
Gibson  and  Dr.  Joseph  A.  Blake,  who  had  served  the  Hospital 
for  several  years  as  ad  interim  Attending  Surgeons,  were  pro- 
moted to  the  position  of  Attending  Surgeons. 

On  February  5,  1899,  Dr.  William  C.  Campbell,  Attending 
Physician  in  the  Phthisical  Department,  died.  He  had  served 
faithfully  on  the  House  Staff  of  the  Hospital,  and,  on  June  4, 
1896,  was  promoted  to  a position  on  the  Attending  Staff.  His 
geniality  of  manner,  his  recognized  skill,  and  thorough  conscien- 
tiousness, endeared  him  to  his  patients,  and  made  him  a general 
favorite  with  his  co-laborers. 

On  April  24,  1899,  the  vacancy  in  the  Attending  Staff  oc- 
casioned by  the  death  of  Dr.  Campbell,  was  filled  by  the  election 
of  Dr.  Egbert  Le  Fevre. 

As  heretofore,  the  services  of  the  Attending  Hospital  Staff  of 
Eminent  Physicians  and  Surgeons  were  rendered  gratuitously, 
except  in  the  case  of  patients  occupying  private  rooms  and  able 
to  pay. 

On  September  12,  1899,  the  Managers  were  called  on  to  mourn 
the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Cornelius  Vanderbilt,  whose  connection 
with  the  Hospital  work  for  many  years  had  been  so  intimate,  that 
his  death  brought  upon  all  his  late  associates  a deep  sense  of  per- 
sonal loss.  The  minute  and  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Man- 
agers at  their  first  meeting  after  his  decease,  will  be  found  ap- 
pended to  this  report. 

Thus  God’s  workers  die,  but  His  work  goes  on,  and  the  fact 
is  deeply  emphasized,  that  in  no  way  can  one  so  surely  gain  im- 
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mortality  of  influence  as  by  a life  of  uprightness,  piety  and  be- 
nevolence, and  by  making  sure  and  strong,  while  he  may,  those 
corporate  sources  of  blessing  to  the  community,  which  will  be 
perpetuated,  and  will  live,  long  after  “ he  has  passed  hence,  and 
is  no  more  seen.”

At  a regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital,  held  Monday,  September  25,.  1899,  the  following 
minute  and  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  : 

In  the  death  of  Cornelius  Vanderbilt,  the  managers  have  lost 
an  associate,  who  for  twenty-four  years  has  been  untiring  in  his 
devotion  to  the  interests  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital. 

Mr.  Vanderbilt  filled  with  fidelity  many  important  offices  within 
the  gift  of  this  Board,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  Second  Vice-President  of  the 
Hospital. 

His  official  service  was  characterized  by  punctuality  in  attend- 
ing meetings  of  the  Trustees,  and  by  the  facility  with  which  he 
gave  his  best  thought  and  judgment  to  every  question  presented 
for  his  action.  He  kept  remarkably  well  informed  with  regard 
to  every  detail  of  the  Hospital  work,  and  ever  showed  a cordial 
appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  workers.  He  was  singularly 
free  from  ostentation  and  self-assertiveness,  and  evidently  regarded 
his  great  wealth  as  a trust,  which  he  was  obligated  to  use  consci- 
entiously for  the  glory  of  God,  and  for  the  good  of  his  fellow- 
men.  His  tender  and  sympathetic  nature  made  his  relations  with 
the  institution  far  more  than  perfunctory.  He  gave  himself  to 
the  work,  often  using  the  Hospital  facilities  for  the  relief  of  his 
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employees,  and  others,  in  their  hours  of  sickness,  and  in  many 
cases  visiting  at  their  bedsides,  or  sending  friendly  messages  or 
other  tokens  of  his  personal  interest  in  their  welfare. 

Overwhelmed  as  he  was  by  so  many  and  such  diverse  busi- 
ness responsibilities,  it  is  the  best  evidence  of  the  character  of  the 
man,  that  he  consecrated  so  large  a portion  of  his  time  to  wise 
efforts  for  the  relief,  and  for  the  betterment,  of  his  fellowmen. 

The  life  of  such  a man  is  a blessing,  and  his  death  a loss 
which  can  only  be  compensated  for,  as  it  inspires  others  to  follow 
in  his  steps. 

Resolved,  Therefore,  that  the  Board  of  Managers  of  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  desires  to  extend  to  the  family  of  its  late  associate  Mr. 
Cornelius  Vanderbilt  its  sincere  sympathy  with  them  in  their  be- 
reavement. 

Resolved,  Further,  that  the  minute  adopted  with  regard  to  the 
death  of  Mr.  Vanderbilt  be  entered  in  full  on  the  records  of  this 
meeting,  that  a copy  thereof,  and  of  this  resolution,  be  published, 
and  a copy  suitably  engrossed,  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Vanderbilt.

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CENTURY  FUND. 

The  “Century  Fund”  of  St.  Luke’s  was  inaugurated  by  Dr. 
Muhlenberg  as  a yearly  subscription  by  ioo  persons  of  $100  each 
toward  supplying  the  difference  between  the  annual  expenses  of  the 
Hospital,  and  its  income.  For  a time  this  century  fund  was  main- 
tained at  its  full  number  and  amount,  but  through  the  death  of  orig- 
inal subscribers,  and  from  an  impression  which  is  abroad  that  St. 
Luke’s  income  from  endowment  having  increased,  there  is  not  the 
same  need  of  these  contributions,  the  number  of  subscribers  has 
gradually  diminished.  The  income,  however,  has  not  grown  as  fast 
as  the  expenses  ; partly  because  of  the  steady  increase  in  the  propor- 
tion of  patients  with  acute  diseases,  and  of  applicants  for  free  treat- 
ment, partly  because  the  wards  of  the  Hospital  which  are  opened  for 
patients  are  kept  more  continuously  full.

TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 


The  Training  School  for  Nurses,  during  the  past  year,  has  fully  main- 
tained its  standard  of  excellence,  in  the  efficiency  of  the  work  done 
by  the  pupils;  and  in  the  quality,  and  general  equipment  for  service,  of 
those  whom  it  has  graduated. 

The  special  feature  of  the  year’s  work,  is  the  gradual  substitution  as 
Head  Nurses  of  Wards,  of  pupils  in  their  third  year  of  training,  for 
the  graduates  of  this  and  of  other  schools.  As  far,  and  as  fast,  as  this 
can  be  accomplished,  it  will  be  in  two  ways  advantageous  to  the  School. 

ist.  It  will  secure  greater  uniformity  of  teaching  in  the  practical 
details  of  the  work. 

2d.  It  will  give  experience  to  pupils  specially  selected  for  execu- 
tive capacity,  who  desire  to  fit  themselves  for  institutional  service. 

This  Training  School,  it  is  believed,  has  now  reached  a stage  of 
development  at  which  it  can  confer  a much  needed  benefit  upon  its 
graduates,  by  allowing  a limited  number  the  opportunity  for  a post- 
graduate course. 

Hospital  methods  are  continually  being  improved,  and  the  gradu- 
ates of  years  past  are  being  outstripped  in  the  competition  of  profes- 
sional life,  by  the  later  and  better  equipped  graduates. 

It  has  often  been  said  by  the  doctors,  that  they  give  preference  in 
their  calls  to  nurses  recently  graduated,  because  they  find  them  more 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  technique  of  their  profession,  more 
tractable,  and  more  anxious  to  please  their  patients.  Many  of  the 
nurses  have  also  said,  they  found  that  after  a time  they  forgot  many 
of  the  things  they  had  been  taught,  that  in  private  nursing  they 
are  apt  to  lose  that  exactitude,  and  promptness  of  service,  which  are 
demanded  in  hospital  work,  and  that  they  have  now  no  opportunity 
of  learning  newer  methods  which  have  been  introduced  since  they 
graduated.  To  remedy  this  difficulty,  the  House  Authorities  have 
been  granted  permission  (as  an  experiment  for  one  year),  to  take  into 
the  School  for  a two  months’  special  course,  any  graduate  of  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses,  under  the  following  conditions  : 

ist.  Only  two  such  nurses  shall  be  received  at  one  time,  who  shall 
receive  their  board,  but  no  salary,  for  the  services  they  render. 
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2d.  They  may  select  the  department  in  which  they  desire  special 
instruction. 

3d.  They  will  be  admitted  and  assigned  to  duty  by  the  Directress 
of  Nurses,  as  Junior  and  Senior  Nurses,  or  as  supernumeraries,  in  the 
department  in  which  they  serve,  and  while  in  the  Hospital  will  be 
expected  to  conform  strictly  to  the  discipline  of  the  School. 

4th.  To  those  who  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity,  and  who 
pass  successfully  through  this  post-graduate  course,  a certificate  of  this 
fact  will  be  given. 

The  School  now  numbers  71  pupils  and  6 probationers,  while  the 
names  of  56  accepted  candidates  are  on  the  waiting  list,  awaiting  the 
call  for  duty. 

Accepted  candidates  who  have  to  wait  six  months  before  entering, 
will  be  expected,  on  their  arrival,  to  pass  an  examination  in  the  fol- 
lowing subjects  : 

1.  The  names  of  the  bones  of  the  skeleton. 

2.  The  muscles  and  joints. 

3.  The  situation  of  the  organs  of  the  body. 

4.  The  course  of  the  circulation  of  the  blood. 

They  have  all  been  informed  that  the  text-book  used  in  the  School 
is  Kimber’s  “Anatomy  and  Physiology  for  Nurses.’’ 

Of  the  15  who  were  graduated  the  past  year,  two  have  been  retained 
in  important  positions  in  this  Hospital,  one  has  taken  charge  of  the 
nursing  in  a Brooklyn  hospital,  one  has  been  called  to  home  duties, 
and  the  others  have  gone  into  private  nursing.

The  lecture  course,  which  the  doctors  kindly  deliver  to  the  nurses 
without  pecuniary  compensation,  has  been  revised,  so  that  the  junior 
and  senior  pupils  will  hereafter  have  separate  lectures.  The  growth  of 
the  school,  and  the  increasing  volume  of  work,  have  rendered  this 
change  necessary.

A copy  of  Dr.  Ball’s  lecture  on  “The  Duties  and  Conduct  of 
Nurses  in  Private  Nursing,”  will  be  given  to  each  graduate. 

The  fact  that  thirty-two  rooms  in  the  Vanderbilt  Pavilion  are 
reserved  for  private  patients,  seriously  limits  the  room  available  for 
nurses  in  the  Nurses’  Home,  many  of  whom  are  crowded,  two  in  a 
room,  in  rooms  originally  intended  for  one  occupant. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  erection  of  a building  specially  adapted  for  the 
use  of  private  patients,  will,  in  the  near  future,  overcome  this  difficulty. 

Hospital  service  is  unremitting  and  exacting  in  its  claims.  It  taxes 
to  the  utmost  the  pupil’s  best  powers  of  mind  and  body.  A perfectly 
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sound  and  healthy  body,  a good  education,  and  a bright  and  intelli- 
gent mind,  are  prerequisites  insisted  on  in  the  admission  of  pupils. 
No  more  is  required  in  the  Hospital  service  than  by  such  pupils  can' be 
conscientiously  performed.  But,  upon  the  faithful  performance  on  the 
nurse’s  part  of  her  assigned  duty,  depends,  to  a large  degree,  the  suc- 
cess of  the  physician’s  or  surgeon’s  skill. 

In  no  calling  do  honorable  character,  and  scrupulous  truthfulness 
count  for  more,  or  have  a more  direct  bearing  on  human  life.  Upon 
exactness  as  to  the  details  of  her  patients’  condition,  as  recorded  on 
her  charts,  upon  faithful  reports  to  the  doctors  on  their  daily  rounds, 
and  upon  the  conscientious  performance  of  allotted  tasks,  depend, 
more  than  is  ordinarily  supposed,  the  recovery  of  the  patient’s  health, 
and  in  emergencies,  the  saving  of  the  patient’s  life. 

These  things  cannot  be  secured  except  through  that  high-minded 
character  in  the  nurse,  which  would  scorn  a neglect  of  duty,  or  a false 
or  equivocal  report.  That  character  cannot  be  maintained  except 
through  habitual  acting  upon  correct  principles  of  conduct ; and  those 
principles  are  best  inculcated  in  the  Home  and  in  the  Church. 

It  is  for  that  reason  that  we  look  so  carefully  into  the  home  training 
of  the  applicants,  and  insist  so  strongly  upon  faithful  attendance  upon 
the  religious  services  while  the  pupils  are  here,  for  it  is  the  Church’s 
mission  to  teach  that  Christian  7notive  which  ennobles  character,  and 
insensibly  makes  its  impress  upon  all  life’s  work. 

A nurse’s  life,  in  private  nursing,  is  so  nomadic,  and  she  is  subject 
to  so  many  pressing  claims  for  service  to  her  patients,  that  unless  she 
is  fortified  in  these  principles  during  her  hospital  training,  and  is  es- 
pecially watchful,  she  is  apt  to  become  careless  as  to  her  own  relig- 
ious duties,  and  thus,  losing  her  hold  upon  the  source  of  her  strength, 
is  likely  to  deteriorate,  in  nobility  and  refinement  of  character,  and  in 
the  reliability  of  her  service. 

Thus  character  and  success  are  linked  together  in  a nurse’s  life  by 
inseparable  bonds. 

We  rejoice  that  we  have  not  looked  in  vain  to  the  great  majority 
of  the  graduates  to  maintain  the  reputation  of  their  school. 

The  honorable  and  responsible  positions  they  fill,  and  their  almost 
universal  success  in  their  calling,  are  the  best  guarantees  of  their  fidel- 
ity to  the  principles  they  have  been  taught,  and  fully  justify  the  efforts 
which  have  been  made  in  their  behalf. 

It  has  been  found  impracticable  to  maintain  a registry  for  nurses  in 
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the  present  location  of  the  Hospital.  The  addresses  of  the  graduates 
who  are  engaged  in  private  nursing  are  generally  known  to  the  doc- 
tors of  the  staff.  Many  of  them  in  this  city  are  settled  in  groups,  and 
can  be  found,  when  needed,  at  No.  154  West  45th  street,  telephone, 
659  38th  street;  at  No.  12  West  65th  street,  telephone,  705  Colum- 
bus Avenue;  at  No.  118  W.  64th  street,  telephone,  328  Columbus 
Avenue;  at  201  West  54th  street,  telephone,  716  Columbus  Avenue, 
and  at  49  West  38th  street.

The  daily  religious  services  have  been  maintained  as  heretofore.  A 
short  service  is  held  in  each  ward  of  the  Hospital  in  the  morning  of 
each  week  day,  and  at  6 o’clock  P.  M.,  Evening  Prayer  is  held  in  the 
Chapel.  On  the  Lord’s  Day  the  Chapel  is  opened  for  public  worship 
at  xo. 30  o’clock  A.  M.  and  4 o’clock  P.  M. 

An  increasingly  large  number  of  the  inmates  of  institutions,  and  of 
other  persons  who  reside  in  the  neighborhood,  attend  these  services  as 
worshippers. 

Holy  Communion  is  held  in  the  Chapel  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each 
month,  and  also  on  all  the  principal  feasts  of  the  Church  year.  A 
special  Holy  Communion  service  is  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  workers 
of  the  house  on  the  third  Sunday  of  each  month  at  6 o’clock  A.  M. 
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Provision  is  made  that  each  communicant  in  the  Hospital,  although 
confined  to  his  sick  bed,  can  receive  the  Holy  Sacrament  at  least  once 
a month,  by  a series  of  ward  communions  in  each  ward,  held  on  the 
different  Sundays  of  the  month.  The  patients  are  carefully  prepared 
for  these  services,  and  it  is  believed  they  are  most  effective  for  good. 

During  the  sojourn  of  the  patients  in  the  Hospital,  the  Chaplain  en- 
deavors to  see  each  patient,  and  to  adapt  his  ministrations  as  far  as 
possible  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  each  individual.

The  Hospital  gratefully  acknowledges  its  obligations  to  the  Employ- 
ment Societies  attached  to  various  Churches  of  the  city,  as  specified  in 
the  list  of  “Articles  Received,’’  for  the  large  amount  of  sewing  done 
by  them  yearly  for  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  as  well  as  to  other 
friends  for  their  many  donations  for  the  help  of  this  work. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  with  special  gratitude  the  zeal  of  the  ladies 
of  Spring  Valley,  New  York,  who  have  organized  themselves  into  an 
association  called  St.  Luke’s  Guild,  to  secure  contributions  and  gifts 
to  this  Hospital,  and  who  during  the  past  year  have  sent  not  only  $110 
in  money,  but  many  other  articles  for  the  benefit  of  the  patients. 

Mrs.  J.  Hooker  Hamersley  furnished  all  the  patients  of  the  Hos- 
pital with  ice  cream  sixteen  times  during  the  summer  months,  which 
was  much  appreciated  by  them. 

St.  John’s  Guild,  during  the  year,  provided  two  outings  for  the  sick 
children  on  their  Floating  Hospital,  and  also  sent  a number  of  the 
convalescent  women  to  their  summer  home  at  Tompkins  Cove,  where 
for  ten  days  they  were  kindly  cared  for. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  also  received  the  gift  of  a 
valuable  French  manikin,  which  will  prove  quite  useful  in  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  pupils. 

Four  entertainments  were  provided  during  the  past  year  for  the 
nurses  during  their  recreation  hours,  in  the  parlor  of  the  Vanderbilt 
Pavilion.

At  one  Mrs.  Jeanette  Robinson  Murphy  gave  an  interesting  lecture 
and  song  recital.  Professor  Deyo  also  gave  a piano  recital  of  very 
choice  compositions  and  a number  of  recitations.  For  the  others, 
Mrs.  Ada  Crisp  secured,  first  the  services  of  a select  company  of  pro- 
fessional musicians,  and  of  Miss  Milne,  the  elocutionist ; and  on  an- 
other occasion,  after  a musical  introduction  by  Miss  Pemberton,  Miss 
Proctor,  the  daughter  of  the  well-known  astronomer,  gave  her  instruc- 
tive and  delightful  talk  on  “ Life  in  Other  Worlds.” 

To  those,  whose  lives  have  in  them  so  much  of  routine  duty,  and  so 
little  of  social  pleasure  as  have  the  lives  of  our  nurses,  these  enter- 
tainments were  useful,  and  gave  especial  pleasure. 

During  a portion  of  the  year,  with  a special  fund  placed  at  my  dis- 
posal, I was  able  to  provide  a teacher  for  the  patients  in  the  children’s 
wards.  These  children,  many  of  whom  are  afflicted  with  orthopedic 
diseases,  often  remain  in  the  Hospital  for  months,  and  permanent 
and  sufficient  provision  for  instructing  them  individually  or  in  small 
classes  would  be  of  the  greatest  benefit.

Besides  the  above  I received  $200  from  the  Haven’s  Relief  Fund, 
which  was  added  to  a small  balance  on  hand,  and  out  of  which,  for 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1899,  I spent  $177. 

Owing  to  temporary  illness,  I was  obliged  last  spring  to  seek  relief 
from  my  hospital  duties.  The  Managers  generously  provided  me  with 
nearly  a four  months  vacation.  Relieved  as  I was  entirely  from  daily 
administrative  cares,  and  amid  new  surroundings,  my  health  rapidly 
recuperated,  and  I was  able  to  return  to  my  hospital  duties  on  July 
the  23d. 

It  was  a satisfaction  that  the  Hospital  Staff  was  so  well  organized  in 
its  various  departments,  and  I had  surrounded  myself  in  past  years 
with  such  an  able  band  of  officers,  that  I was  able  to  leave  my  post 
without  anxiety,  confident  that  the  work  of  the  institution  would  go 
on,  as  it  did,  uninterruptedly.  My  absence,  of  course,  threw  new 
burdens  of  care  and  responsibility  upon  others,  especially  upon  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Clover,  the  Assistant  Pastor  and  Superintendent,  but  all  per- 
formed their  duties  with  faithfulness  and  efficiency,  and,  I am  pleased 
to  learn,  with  satisfaction  to  the  Managers.

ARTICLE  III.  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION.

PROSPECTUS  OF  THE  ?ST.  LUKE’S  HOS- 
PITAL TRAINING  SCHOOLjlFOR 
NURSES. 


The  Board  of  Managers  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  New  York,  are 
prepared  to  give  a three  years’  course  of  training  to  women  desirous 
of  becoming  professional  nurses. 

As  St.  Luke’s  is  distinctively  a Church  Hospital,  and  managed  by 
members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  it  is  essential  that  all  of 
its  workers  should  be  in  sympathy  with  its  Christian  character. 

This  announcement  is  made  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding 
on  the  part  of  applicants  for  the  benefits  of  the  Training  School  for 
Nurses,  as  preference  will  be  given  to  those  who  are  in  full  accord 
with  the  rules,  methods  and  work  established  in  this  Hospital. 

Those  wishing  to  receive  the  course  of  instruction  offered  here  must 
apply  either  in  person,  or  through  the  printed  “ form  of  application  ” 
to  the  Pastor  and  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital. 

The  following  information  is  furnished  to  candidates  desiring  ad- 
mission to  the  Training  School  : 

Candidates  must  be  from  twenty-three  to  thirty-three  years  of  age. 
They  must  be  in  sound  health,  and  must  send,  with  their  application, 
a certificate  from  a physician  testifying  to  this  fact ; certificates  from 
one  or  more  responsible  persons  as  to  their  character  ; and  a letter 
from  their  Pastor.  These  certificates  maybe  addressed  “To  whom 
it  may  concern,”  but  the  original  certificates  (and  not  copies)  must 
be  forwarded,  with  a letter  in  the  handwriting  of  the  applicant. 

A limited  number  only  can  be  received.  The  rejection,  therefore, 
of  a candidate  is  no  reflection  upon  the  individual’s  character,  neither 
does  it  prove  her  to  be  disqualified  for  the  work  of  nursing  in  other 
places.  The  reasons  for  rejection  are  not  given,  neither  are  letters 
addressed  personally  to  the  authorities  of  the  School  returned. 

Candidates  for  probation  are  not  received  in  classes,  but  individ- 
ually, as  the  work  of  the  Hospital  requires.  Classes  are  formed  at  the 
convenience  of  the  School. 

The  names  of  accepted  candidates  are  placed  in  order  on  a “ wait- 
ing list,”  to  be  called  for  duty  as  the  needs  of  the  Hospital  require. 
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When  called,  they  are  expected  to  report  promptly  and  to  bring  with 
them  the  means  of  returning  to  their  homes,  should  they  not  success- 
fully pass  the  probationary  term. 

Accepted  candidates,  while  waiting  to  be  called  into  the  School, 
would  do  well  to  prepare  themselves  for  their  class  work  by  studying 
Anatomy  and  Physiology.  The  class  book  used  in  St.  Luke’s  Train- 
ing School  is  Ivimber’s  “ Anatomy  and  Physiology  for  Nurses.” 

Such  candidates  as  have  six  months  to  wait  before  entering,  will  be 
expected  on  their  arrival  to  pass  an  examination  on  the  following  sub- 
jects : 

1.  The  names  of  the  bones  of  the  skeleton. 

2.  The  muscles  and  joints. 

3.  Situation  of  the  organs  of  the  body. 

4.  The  course  of  the  circulation  of  the  blood. 

Any  change  of  plan  or  of  address  on  the  part  of  a candidate  whose 
name  is  on  the  waiting  list  should  be  immediately  reported  to  the 
authorities  of  the  School. 

When  probationers  come  to  the  Hospital  they  should  bring  with 
them  the  following  articles  : Boots  fitted  to  support  the  arch,  and  at 
least  one  inch  longer  than  the  foot ; three  dresses  (gingham  or  calico); 
six  large  white  aprons  (bleached  cotton),  plainly  made  ; a good  sup- 
ply of  plain  underclothing  ; two  bags  for  soiled  clothes  ; one  pair  of 
scissors  and  a pin  ball.  Each  article  of  clothing  must  be  indelibly 
marked  with  the  owner’s  name. 

If  the  teeth  are  out  of  order  they  must  receive  attention  before 
coming  for  the  probationary  term. 

Probationers  are  boarded,  lodged,  and  have  their  laundry  work  done 
at  the  Hospital.  They  receive  no  other  compensation.  Twenty-four 
pieces  are  allowed  for  the  laundry  each  week. 

Each  probationer  who  passes  successfully  through  two  months  of 
trial  will  then  be  admitted  to  the  School,  and  will  go  on  at  once  with 
the  prescribed  course  of  training. 

Pupil-nurses  at  the  time  of  admission  to  the  School  are  required  to 
sign  a written  agreement  to  remain  in  the  School  for  three  years  and 
to  conform  to  the  rules. 

The  Pastor  and  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  has  charge  of  the 
Training  School,  assisted  by  the  Directress  of  Nurses.  The  nurses 
are  subject  to  the  rules  of  the  institution.  Their  fitness  for  the  work, 
and  the  propriety  of  retaining  or  dismissing  them  at  the  end  of  their 
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probation,  are  determined  by  the  Pastor  and  Superintendent,  who  can, 
in  like  manner,  dismiss  them  at  any  time  in  case  of  misconduct  or  in- 
efficiency. The  nurses  reside  in  the  Hospital  and  serve  as  assistants 
in  its  wards. 

All  nurses  are  required  to  be  sober,  honest,  truthful,  trustworthy, 
punctual,  quiet,  orderly,  cleanly,  neat,  patient,  kind,  cheerful,  and 
obedient  to  rules. 

Hours  of  duty  are  from  7 a.  m.  to  7:30  p.  m.,  for  day  staff ; 7:30 
p.  m.  to  7 a.  m.  for  night  staff.  Leisure  hours  : Two  hours  daily. 
One  afternoon  from  2 to  7:30  p.  m.  Sunday,  four  hours.  These 
hours  are  subject  to  the  requirements  of  the  work.  Nurses  may  be 
called  upon  for  day  or  night  duty,  or  for  care  of  private  patients  in 
the  Hospital,  as  may  be  necessary. 

Pupils  are  required  to  wear  the  Training  School  uniform  while  on 
duty  after  they  join  the  School.  Material  for  dresses  will  be  sold  at 
cost  price  ; cap  material  is  furnished  free  of  charge. 

Three  weeks’  vacation  is  allowed  each  year.  Pupils  cannot  be 
spared  during  their  course  of  instruction  to  nurse  sick  relatives  at 
home,  or  to  absent  themselves  for  other  personal  reasons.  Absences 
are  not  allowed  except  for  extreme  cause.  If  for  any  reason  they  are 
called  away  for  a period  extending  over  three  weeks,  pupils  lose  their 
class  position  in  the  School.  If  pupils  are  sick  they  are  cared  for  in 
the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  but  the  monthly  allowance  is  stopped. 

Head  nurses  of  wards  will  be  chosen  during  the  last  year  of  the 
pupil’s  course.  Their  selection  will  depend  on  special  fitness  shown 
in  previous  work.  A badge  will  be  worn  to  distinguish  these  from 
other  pupils,  and  mention  will  be  made  in  the  diplomas  of  those  who 
serve  as  head  nurses  satisfactorily. 

The  instruction  is  given  mainly  by  the  Directress  of  Nurses  and  by 
the  head  nurses  of  the  wards.  Lectures  by  physicians  and  surgeons, 
and  recitations,  take  place  at  stated  periods.  Examinations  by  a 
Committee  of  the  Medical  Board,  chiefly  upon  practical  points,  are 
held  about  January  1st,  April  1st  and  July  1st  of  each  year. 

The  religious  services  of  the  Hospital  are  according  to  the  rites  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  the  pupils  of  the  School  are  ex- 
pected to  attend  these  services  regularly.  A special  course  of  religious 
instruction  is  given  each  term  by  the  Pastor  and  Superintendent. 
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COURSE  OF  TRAINING. 

The  Instruction  includes  : 

1.  The  dressing  of  blisters  and  burns,  applying  fomentations, 
poultices,  etc. 

2.  Cupping,  leeching,  and  subsequent  treatment. 

3.  The  administering  of  enemata,  and  use  of  female  catheter. 

4.  Management  of  helpless  patients ; moving,  changing  bed  and 
body  linen,  giving  baths,  preventing  and  dressing  bed-sores,  and 
feeding. 

5.  Aseptic  and  Antiseptic  treatment  of  wounds. 

6.  Bandaging,  making  bandages,  covering  splints,  etc. 

7.  Cooking,  preparing  and  serving  appropriate  food  and  delicacies 
for  the  sick. 

. 8.  Emergencies,  and  how  to  meet  them. 

Instruction  is  given  in  ventilation,  and  in  the  proper  care  of  sick- 
rooms and  utensils.  Also  in  accurate  observation  of  the  sick  in  re- 
gard to  the  state  of  excretions,  expectorations,  pulse,  temperature, 
respiration,  action  of  the  skin,  eruptions,  sleep,  mental  condition, 
condition  of  wounds,  appetite,  effect  of  diet,  stimulants,  medicines, 
and  management  of  convalescents. 

Opportunity  is  given  for  training  in  obstetrical  nursing  at  the 
“ Sloane  Maternity  Hospital.” 

The  pupils  are  employed  as  nurses  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital, 
and  they  receive  ten  dollars  ($10)  per  month  during  their  whole 
course  for  personal  expenses.  It  is  considered  that  the  education 
given  during  the  course  is  a full  equivalent  for  services  rendered. 

The  uniforms  belong  to  the  School,  and  are  to  be  returned  in  case 
the  pupil  leaves  during  her  course  of  instruction. 

When  the  full  term  of  three  years  is  completed,  and  the  pupils  are 
regarded  as  thoroughly  qualified,  they  receive,  if  their  conduct  and 
examinations  have  been  satisfactory,  diplomas  certifying  to  that  fact, 
after  which  they  are  at  liberty  to  choose  their  own  field  of  labor. 

The  right  is  reserved  by  the  Pastor  and  Superintendent  to  terminate 
the  connection  of  any  nurse  or  pupil  with  the  School  for  reasons  which 
may  be  deemed  sufficient.

ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 


DISEASES  TREATED. 

All  kinds  of  acute,  curable  and  non-contagious  diseases  treated  in  the 
wards.  Sufferers  with  chronic  and  incurable  complaints  received  and 
retained  at  discretion,  but  (with  the  exception  of  the  “ House  of  Rest 
for  Consumptives”  patients)  not  permanently  provided  for.  None 
are  received  as  patients  who,  from  the  nature  of  their  ailment,  would 
occasion  discomfort  to  their  neighbors.  The  following  are  inadmissi- 
ble : Sufferers  from  contagious  disease,  cancers  of  an  incurable  and  of- 
fensive nature,  epilepsy,  opium  habit,  delirium-tremens,  insanity  and 
venereal  disease. 


MODE  OF  APPLYING. 

Applicants  received  in  person  daily  (except  Sunday)  from  io  a.  m. 
to  5 p.  M.  Cases  of  sudden  injury,  requiring  immediate  care,  re- 
ceived at  any  hour,  and,  if  need  be,  without  charge. 

Applicants  from  the  city,  too  sick  to  apply  in  person,  will  be  ex- 
amined by  a physician  at  their  residences. 

Applications  from  out  of  the  city  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
Pastor  and  Superintendent.  Such  communication  should  enclose  a 
written  certificate  from  a regular  physician  as  to  applicant’s  disease, 
present  condition  and  symptoms.  It  should  state  whether  bed  in 
general  ward  or  private  room,  is  desired.  If  latter,  at  what  price,  and 
on  which  of  hereinafter  named  conditions. 

Applicants  from  out  of  the  city  requiring  ?nedical  treatment  not 
ordinarily  received. 

Applicants  requiring  surgical  operations  not  obtainable  at  home  ad- 
mitted from  any  part  of  the  country. 

RATES  OF  BOARD. 

GENERAL  WARDS. 

Board  of  patients  in  general  wards  per  week  is  $10. 50  for  adults  and 
$6  for  children  (under  twelve  years  of  age),  payable  each  four  weeks 
in  advance.  Unexpended  portion  of  above  refunded  at  same  rate  on 
patient’s  discharge. 
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Applicants  applying  for  free  treatment,  in  whole  or  in  part,  must  be 
suitably  certified  as  unable  to  pay  Hospital  rates,  and  as  worthy  ob- 
jects of  charity. 

PRIVATE  ROOMS. 

The  charitable  work  of  the  Hospital  is  done  in  the  general  wards. 
The  income  from  board  and  nursing  of  private  patients  is  applied  to- 
ward making  up  deficiency  of  revenue  of  the  institution,  to  support 
increasing  charity  work  of  general  wards. 

PRICES  OF  PRIVATE  ROOMS. 

Single  rooms  from  $3  to  $ 6 per  day,  which  does  not  include  At- 
tending Physicians  or  Surgeons  fees. 

Hospital  charges  in  private  rooms  invariably  must  be  paid  each  two 
weeks  in  advance,  and  unexpended  balance  will  be  refunded  at  same 
rate  on  patient’s  discharge. 

The  Superintendent  is  authorized  to  make  special  terms  for  patients 
in  private  rooms  requiring  extra  nursing,  and  requiring  expensive 
medical  and  surgical  supplies  for  their  treatment. 

House  Physicians  and  Surgeons  at  all  times  within  call,  at  discre- 
tion of  nurse. 

Laundry  work  for  private  patients  done  at  their  expense  outside  the 
Hospital. 

Diet  regulated  by  physicians’  orders,  and  meals  served  at  regular 
hours. 

AS  TO  FEES. 

No  Officer,  Nurse  or  Servant  is  allowed  to  receive  any  fee  or  gift 
from  a patient. 

PROFESSIONAL  SERVICES  OF  PHYSICIANS  AND  SURGEONS. 

The  Physicians  and  Surgeons  give  their  professional  services  without 
salary  to  the  Hospital,  under  the  following  terms  and  conditions : 

1.  They  will  not  receive  professional  fees  under  any  circumstances 
from  any  patient  occupying  a bed  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital ; 
neither  will  they  expect  or  receive  such  fee  from  any  patient  occupy- 
ing a private  room,  provided  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Hospital  au- 
thorities, ability  does  not  exist  on  the  part  of  such  patient  to  pay  for 
the  services  of  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  besides  paying 
first  the  Hospital  charges  for  board  and  nursing. 
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2.  The  Attending  and  Consulting  Physicians  and  Surgeons  are  ex- 
pected to  make  definite  private  arrangements  as  to  their  professional 
fees  with  those  patients  whom  they  recommend  to  the  Hospital  au- 
thorities for  their  private  treatment,  before  such  patients  are  sent  to  the 
Hospital. 

3.  The  Hospital  authorities  protect  their  own  Staff  from  a misuse  of 
their  charitable  services,  by  recommending  any  applicant  who  applies 
directly  to  the  Hospital  for  the  use  of  a private  room  to  any  member 
of  the  Attending  or  Consulting  Staff,  whom  they  may  select,  that  the 
above  arrangements  may  be  made. 

4.  The  Physicians  and  Surgeons  treat  patients  in  endowed  private 
rooms  under  the  same  rules  as  apply  to  patients  in  other  private  rooms, 
giving  their  services  without  fee,  only  to  those,  who  are  unable  to  pay 
it,  beside  paying  the  Hospital  rate  for  board  and  nursing. 

5.  Copies  of  these  rules  may  be  shown  at  discretion  to  applicants 
for  private  rooms,  that  they,  before  admission,  may  designate  in  which 
of  these  ways  their  means  allow  them  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Hospital. 


RULES  FOR  PATIENTS. 


All  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  will  be  required  to  conform  to 
the  rules  of  the  house.  Patients  receiving  charity  are  expected  to  show 
a readiness  to  oblige  one  another  and  to  assist  in  such  becoming  services 
in  the  wards  as  their  health  enables  them  to  perform,  remembering 
that  they  have  voluntarily  came  into  a household  of  which  the  great 
law  is  that  of  mutual  kindness  and  brotherly  love. 

1.  Profane  or  indecent  language,  irreverent  behavior  at  the  services 
of  religion,  the  expression  of  immoral  or  infidel  sentiments,  and  the 
like,  are  offences  for  which  a patient  will  forfeit  his  place  in  the  Hos- 
pital. There  must  be  perfect  silence  in  the  wards  during  the  religious 
services,  and  during  the  doctors’  regular  professional  rounds.  Loud 
talking,  reading,  or  calling  across  the  ward  are  not  allowed  at  any 
time. 

2.  Patients  are  not  allowed  to  leave  the  wards  to  which  they  respec- 
tively belong,  except  for  the  corridors  attached  to  their  wards,  and  the 
Chapel,  without  permission.  When  desiring  to  go  beyond  the  bounds 
of  the  Hospital,  patients  must  obtain  a pass  and  leave  it  at  the  Office. 
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Monday  is  the  regular  “ pass  day.”  Passes  are  not  granted  on  other 
days  except  for  special  causes,  when  they  must  be  indorsed  ‘ ‘ ap- 
proved ” by  the  Pastor  and  Superintendent. 

3.  All  wines,  spirituous  liquors,  medicines,  fruits,  food,  or  delicacies 
of  any  kind,  except  those  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  Hospital, 
or  furnished  by  express  permission  of  the  Hospital  authorities,  are 
strictly  prohibited.  Any  patient  receiving  such  articles  irregularly 
through  his  friends  will  make  himself  liable  to  discharge.  Only  such 
books,  pamphlets,  newspapers  and  packages  are  allowed  in  the  wards 
as  are  approved  by  the  Pastor  and  Superintendent.  Orders  for  daily 
papers  are  received  and  executed  through  the  office.  Newsboys  or 
other  vendors  not  allowed  in  the  buildings. 

4.  No  patient  may  purchase,  or  procure  any  members  of  the  house- 
hold to  purchase  for  him,  any  articles  whatsoever  without  leave  to  that 
effect. 

5.  Patients  are  expressly  forbidden  to  spit  anywhere  except  in  their 
spittoons,  nor  shall  they  use  chewing  tobacco  without  the  permission 
of  the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon. 

6.  Patients  must  not  open  or  shut  any  window  or  register  of  a ward 
at  their  own  option. 

7.  The  hour  for  patients  in  the  wards  to  retire  to  their  beds  is  9 
p.  M. 

8.  The  Hospital  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  property  belonging 
to  patients  ; but  there  is  a safe  in  the  Office  where  money  and  valu- 
ables may  be  deposited,  for  which  articles,  when  so  deposited,  a re- 
ceipt will  be  given. 

9.  When  a patient  desires  the  visit  of  a clergyman,  not  in  the  house, 
he  must  signify  the  same  to  the  Pastor  and  Superintendent,  who  may, 
at  his  discretion,  invite  the  clergyman,  with  the  understanding  that  he 
will  confine  his  visit  to  the  person  desiring  to  see  him.. 


REGULATIONS  FOR  VISITORS. 


1.  Visitors  desirous  of  seeing  the  institution  will  be  admitted  daily 
(Sunday  excepted),  between  9 a.  m.  and  12  m.  and  between  1 and  5 
p.  M.  Ushers  will  be  in  attendance  to  show  visitors  over  the  buildings. 

2.  The  friends  of  patients  are  admitted  to  the  general  wards  from 
10  to  12  o’clock  a.m.  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays. 

3.  Women  visitors,  unless  near  relatives,  are  not  admitted  into  the 
Men’s  Wards,  nor  men  visitors  into  the  Women’s  Wards. 

4.  All  visitors  are  respectfully  requested  to  leave  when  the  chimes 
are  rung  at  the  expiration  of  the  visiting  hour. 

5.  The  cards  of  visitors  to  the  private  patients  will  be  taken  to  their 
rooms,  under  restrictions  imposed  by  the  Attending  Doctor,  daily 
(except  Sunday),  from  10  a.  m.  to  1 p.  m.  ; from  3 to  5 and  from  7 
to  8 p.  M. ; on  Sundays  from  2 to  3:30  P.  M.  Such  visitors  will  be 
expected  to  leave  the  rooms  of  their  sick  friends  during  the  doctor’s 
visit.  They  are  to  leave  before  the  doors  of  the  Hospital  are  closed 
at  10  p.  m. 

6.  Sunday  is  not  a visiting  day  in  this  Hospital.  To  accommodate 
the  relatives  of  the  patients  in  the  wards  who  find  it  impossible  to  caU 
on  the  visiting  days,  those  who  attend  the  Chapel  services  will  be  al- 
lowed, at  the  conclusion  of  public  worship,  to  remain  in  the  wards  for 
a short  time.  These  Chapel  services  are  held  at  4 p.  M. 

7.  In  cases  of  extreme  sickness  special  passes  will  be  granted  to  the 
immediate  relatives  of  the  sick  patient. 

8.  No  fruit,  liquors  or  delicacies  of  any  kind  whatsoever  may  be 
taken  by  the  friends  of  patients  into  the  wards  or  private  rooms.  All 
such  articles  must  be  left  at  the  Office,  and,  if  approved  by  the  doctors 
in  charge  of  the  patients  for  whom  the  articles  are  intended,  will  be 
delivered. 
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
